1) industrial Applicability : 

The invention deals with an electric heater. Its industrial applicability is obvious. 

2) Novelty : 

Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art, 
discloses an electric heater from which the subject-matter of claim 1 differs in that the ffret 
and second temr^inal regions respectively of the at least one electric heating element are 
electrically connected to the first electrically conductive element and the second electrically 
conductive element. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

3) inventive Step: 

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is considered 
as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following reasons: 
The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as to provide an 
electric heater which provides electrical connections between the temperature-limiting 
device and the heating element which are easier to assemble. 

There is no suggestion, neither in D1 , nor in the other documents of the prior art at hand, 
that, to improve the connections between the heating elements and the temperature- 
limiting device, the temninal regions of the heating elements would be attached to electrical 
conductive elements provided on the side of the housing of the temperature-limiting 
device.

Claims 2-42 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the PCT 
with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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
